7,000 Russians protest new government 


MOSCOW — Inthe most violent unrest in Moscow since the Soviet Union’s 
demise, thousands of pro-communist demonstrators rallied Sunday, clashing 
with police and angrily pelting them with near-worthless kopeck coins. At 


least 30 people were reported injured. 
“Down with the Russian government!” shouted some protesters. 


Waving red Soviet flags, they tried to break through police lines to march 


toward the Kremlin in defiance of a ban on such gatherings in the city center. 


Several policemen were knocked down and demonstrators’ faces were 


bloodied by police with truncheons. 


One protester tried to jab a helmeted policeman in the head with a flag pole, 


and another policeman was seen with blood streaming down his face. 


At one point, angry demonstrators pelted police with thousands of nearly 
worthless kopeck coins to protest hardship they blamed on Russian leader 
Boris N. Yeltsin’s economic reforms. Children scurried to pick up the coins 


under the feet of police. 
“Yeltsin is destroying Russia!” read one sign held by a elderly woman.

A police escort was brought in to 
remove the students from the admin- 
istration building. 

“Last year, the policy makers made 
a 36 percent registration increase and 
they want to increase it by 20 percent 
next year,” Ian Finseth, 23, a gradu- 
ate of UCB said. 

“If this happens, tuition will in- 
crease $550,” Finseth said. “The stu- 
dents think this is unfair.”

David Rheingold, 19, a sophomore 
majoring in English at U of M said, 
“The majority of student protesters 
are black because they feel they have 
been prejudiced by the university po- 
lice in the past.” 

At least a dozen protestors have 
bands tied around their mouths, hold 
signs and blow horns on campus. 

BYU has some very real ethical is- 
sues facing it as the university enters 
into the last decade of the 20th cen- 
tury. 

Perhaps issues such as abortion, 
AIDS and minority rights will be- 
come more relevant dilemmas for 
BYU to deal with as the world in gen- 
eral and other universities in particu- 
lar continue to grapple with such 
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About 10,000 police were deployed, and the crowd of 7,000 demonstrators 
eventually grew to about 15,000, the Interior Ministry reported. 

Reporters on the scene, however, estimated the crowd swelled to 7,000 at 
its highest. 


lrish-Americans to vote against Bush 


BOSTON — Irish-Americans, angry at President Bush for extraditing 
accused Irish Republican Army guerrilla Joseph Doherty to Britain, vowed 
Saturday to dog the president’s re-election campaign across the nation. 

“There are 40 million Irish-Americans and it’s time we got together for more 
than St. Patrick’s Day,” said Maureen Doherty of the group Irish Northern 
Aid. 

She and about 50 others picketed Bush-Quayle headquarters in Boston to 
protest the extradition of Joseph Doherty, convicted of killing a British officer 
in 1980. 

The group chanted “Bush is anti-Irish” and waved placards reading “U.S. 
Policy on Political Asylum — No Irish Need Apply.” 

One protester waved a large Irish flag at cars. 

The demonstrators said Presidents Bush and Reagan overlooked Doherty’s 
right to a fair trial for the sake of maintaining relations with Britain. 


State-sponsored colleges to raise tuition 


SALT LAKE CITY — Utah’s Commissioner of Higher Education has 
recommended emergency action at the state’s colleges and universities in the 
form of higher tuition, tougher admission standards and some course cut- 
backs. The proposals were presented Friday by Wm. Rolfe Kerr to the State 
Board of Regents, which will consider the measures next month. 

“The shortfall in enrollment funding will require re-evaluation of some 
fundamental traditions,” wrote Kerr in a two-page message the regents 
ordered hand-delivered to the Legislature’s executive appropriations commit- 
tee. “The funding crisis simply increases the urgency.” 

As the budget now stands, the Legislature has paid only 22 percent of the 
money needed to pay for new college students. 

Higher education spokeswoman Vicki Varela said the academic and finan- 
cial proposals are good management, but not a solution. 

“The depressing thing is even if we undertake all these ideas, they are still 
not going to nearly compensate for the huge enrollment growth.” 

Utah students may not be able to escape a tuition hike, which this year 
ranges from 3 to 6 percent statewide. 


U professor finds new arch at Arches 


MOAB, Utah — A penchant for travel guides and wandering off established 
trails led Noel de Nevers to a place even the experts overlooked: a new arch at 
Arches National Park. 

The University of Utah chemistry professor found the newly dubbed “Pri- 
vate Arch” only 200 yards off a major hiking trail, The Salt Lake Tribune 
reported in a copyright story Saturday. 

It was no small discovery. Nor was it immediately recognized as such. 

The 38-foot-by 18-foot wonder was first spotted by de Nevers 12 years ago 
off the primitive trail to Double-O Arch. 

“My response at the time was delight at finding it,” he recalled. “But I was 
sure this was a well-known arch.” facts

When he -purehased “The Arches of National Park,” written by Dale 
Stevens and J. Edward McCarrick and published in 1988, de Nevers learned 
his arch was not listed. 


Greyhound bus crashes on I-70, 24 hurt 


RICHFIELD, Utah — Two dozen people suffered injuries, none fatal, 
when an apparently distracted Greyhound bus driver drove into the rear of a 
semi-tractor trailer on a snowpacked segment of Interstate 70 Saturday. 

Utah Highway Patrol Trooper Lane Ogden said the driver of the bus, 
identified as Johnny Smith, 58, of Las Vegas, was reportedly reaching for a 
bag of fried pork rinds and overtook the truck in the eastbound lanes of I-70 
near the summit of Salina Canyon. 

“He looked up and didn’t have time to evade,” the trooper said. 

The bus, which was travelling at about 40 miles an hour, slammed into the 
rear of the slower-moving tractor-trailer in a snowstorm. 

The semi-tractor rig jackknifed, closing the road for more than two hours 
following the 11 a.m. MST accident. 

“We have several statements that the bus driver’s vision was obscured by 
fog on the windows, and he was eating,” Ogden said.

take courses on modern ethical theo- 
ries. There is a role at the university 
for moral education, but it’s not found 
in requiring specific ethics classes.” 

Kutz, a teaching assistant for Phi- 
losophy 104, said the course is in- 
tended to provide a certain awareness 
of ethics and ethical problems. 

“A person learns an ethical way of 
living at a university by learning 
things like respect and tolerance,” he 
said. 

“T think professors should feel free 
to express political and ethical opin- 
ions in class,” Kutz said. “You learn 
what thinking, intelligent people 
think about important political and 
moral issues and that’s the way you 
learn what ethics is.” 

Kutz said some people take the 
course because it fills a requirement 
fro a specific major, but many stu- 
dents are interested in ethics. 

“T don’t know if students are taking 
this course in hope of living a better 
life,” he said. “I hope so, but I don’t 
know.” 

Ethics are not only a concern to 
philosophers, but to business as well, 
said David Vogel, a Berkeley busi- 
ness professor who teaches a profes- 
sional responsibilities class. 

“Businesses are concerned about 
ethics for various reasons,” Vogel 
said. “Some have a fear of persecution 
while others have a genuine concern 
about ethics.” 

Vogel said his ethical responsibility 
class is intended to expose students to 
case studies that pose hard questions 
that often have no right answers. 

Although ethics courses are not re- 
quired to graduate from Berkeley, 
Vogel said a university should teach 
students the philosophical traditions 
and moral principles of western civi- 
lization. 

“We can give them tools, but we 
can’t make students ethical,” Vogel 
said. 

J. Bonner Ritchie, a professor of 
organizational behavior at BYU anda 
former visiting professor at Berke- 
ley, said business schools are very 
concerned about ethics because cor- 
ruption and dishonesty are issues in 
the business world. 

“We are paying billions of dollars a 
year because of unethical behavior,” 
he said. Ritchie said classes on ethics 
are not just about teaching people to 
be good.

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Motorpool requires class after collisions

Eggs can be used to teach defensive 
driving — at least that’s what the 
Department of Risk Management and 
Safety hopes. 

Dave Keyser, a senior occupational 
health and safety major from Thou- 
sand Oaks, Calif., helps conduct de- 
fensive driving courses for the de- 
partment. He said courses are 
required for students and full-time 
faculty members who have had acci- 
dents in BYU vehicles. 

Keyser said BYU has one of the 
state’s largest motor pools with over 
700 vehicles. Keyser said the Utah 
Safety Council said BYU has more 
people going through its defensive 
driving courses than all the other de- 
fensive driving programs in the state 
combined. 
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As the assistant safety trainer, 
Keyser aids in a demonstration with 
raw eggs to illustrate the need for 
seatbelts. 

For the demonstrations, two eggs 
are put in a car. The driver’s seat egg 
is equipped with a seatbelt, the pas- 
senger’s seat egg is not. The car slides 
down a ramp and hits a barrier which 
forces the passenger egg to fly and 
crash, hopefully, into a designated 
splash box while the driver egg re- 
mains unharmed. 

“The bottom line of the course is to 
save the school money from acci- 
dents,” Keyser said. 

He said last year’s accidents cost 
the school $68,000, which does not in- 
clude repair and replacement of 
school vehicles. The cost with vehicle 
repair was approximately $90,000. 

Fred W. Nelson, director of the 
Safety Department, said when driv- 
ers are involved in an accident in a 


BYU vehicle, they complete a form 
which is then reviewed by the Vehicle 
Accident Review Board. 

Nelson said the board decides if the 
accidents were preventable or not. 

“Most of the accidents are backing 
accidents which are due to inatten- 
tiveness,” Rigtrup said. Both Nelson 
and Rigtrup said most accidents of 
this nature are preventable. 

“Students just need to be more 
careful,” Nelson said. 

To avoid backing accidents, the 
Support Services Department has 
some of its drivers place cones at the 
vehicles’ space boundaries, Nelson 
said. 

“This forces the drivers to go back 
and take a look at how much room 
they have to maneuver.” 

Don Rigtrup, safety training coor- 
dinator for the department of Risk 
Management and Safety, is responsi- 
ble for third-party testing. He said 


the commercial driver’s test, an up- 
dated version of a chauffeur’s test, 
includes three parts which include a 
physical, a written exam and a basic 
skills test. 

Rigtrup is in charge of the training 
and testing for the basic skills test. 

In the basic skills test, students are 
given a vehicle inspection test, a basic 
controlled skills test and a road test. 

Students need to know how to 
properly inspect vehicles and have re- 
liable vehicle maneuvering abilities, 
Rigtrup said. 

“The road test consists of a 30-mile 
ramble through the valley,” he said. 

“To prepare people for these tests, 
there are hand-outs and videos for 
them to watch and I can even go out 
and do hands-on training with them,” 
Rigtrup said. 

Risk Management and Safety also 
offers fork-lift training, van driving 
training and chemical safety training.

Passaretti said BYU students en- 
rolled in nursing are used as commu- 
nity nurses to work with the families 
in areas like nutrition and cleanliness. 

Two communications students are 
used to help advertise for Participat- 
ing Partners. Counseling and social 
help is provided by BYU social work- 
ers. 

“BYU has been very supportive. 
We could not have done it without 
BYU students’ involvement,” Pas- 
saretti said. 

But, Passaretti said Participating 
Partners needs more recreation man- 
agement majors to volunteer. 

“We need to have more growth mo- 
tor activities, such as athletics — 
maybe even ballet, dance or music,” 
Passaretti said.

Women swimmers place 2nd 
in WAC championships

The BYU women’s swimming team 
came in second in the Western Ath- 
letic Conference championship in Las 
Vegas last weekend. 

Colorado State scored 586 to edge 
out BYU’s 550 points in a meet that 
BYU swimming coach Stan Crump 
said was one of the team’s best efforts 
of the year. 

BYU held the lead the first two 
days of the three-day meet, but the 
turning point of the meet came Satur- 
day morning when Colorado State 
captured the first three places in the 
1650-yard freestyle.

Some universities address ethics in 
graduate school. Arizona State Uni- 
versity has a graduate seminar deal- 
ing exclusively with ethics, but 
teaches its undergraduate students 
ethics in each class. 

“This is the one strain of study that 
cuts across all classes,” said Douglas 
Anderson, director of the Walter 
Cronkite School of Journalism and 
Telecommunication at Arizona State. 
Anderson said ethics is “woven into 
the fabric of nearly every course” at 
the university. 

ASU does have an undergraduate 
course on “news problems,” in which 
students explore current media prob- 
lems. Anderson said the predominant 
topic of the class is often ethics. 

He said some of the issues he feels 
are most important in ethics are the 
media’s treatment of political candi- 
dates’ public and private behavior, 
objectivity and fairness. He said an- 
other question journalists must deal 
with is the impact their policies may 
have on real people. 

The University of Utah has a 500- 
level course on ethics that is taken by 
both undergraduate and graduate 
students. Although it is not a re- 
quired course for graduation in com- 
munications, it is a popular course, 
said Douglas Birkhead, an associate 
professor of communications at the U 
of U and the head of the news - edito- 
rial sequence. 

At the U, ethics are taught in all 
communications classes, including 
journalism, broadcasting and inter- 
personal communications.

Biologists, engineers 
teach ethics informally

Many univer- 
sities debate 
whether science 
students should 
learn ethics in 
classrooms, lab- 
oratories or wait 
until after ethi- 
cal problems 
arise. 

Some issues 
being debated 
are euthanasia, cloning, animal re- 
search and nuclear engineering. 

“T think it is absolutely critical for 
a developing young scientist to be 
aware of the ethical decisions that 
must be faced as part of the profes- 
sion,” Doris Sallin, a biologist at Vir- 
ginia Polytechnical Institute,said. 

“We teach several courses in Bio- 
ethics. I think Tech is unique in our 
concern. We also have several cam- 
pus-wide ethics forums throughout 
the school year,” Sallin said. “Iama 
scientist, I see the need for ethical 
training but I don’t think other 
schools do the same,” she said. 

BYU also has a Bio-ethics course 
for zoology, religion or honors pro- 
gram credit. 

Richard R. Tolman, pro- 
fessor of the class said, “We cover a 
wide range of viewpoints, discussing 
views the church holds contrasted 
with the scientific view.” 

Schools such as the University of 
Utah and the University of Texas in 
Austin do not have a specific course 
teaching ethics. 

But these and other schools try to 
include themes of ethical and hu- 
mane treatment for all organisms 
running throughout all the science 
and medicine courses offered. 

Angie Pull,Ph.D.at Uof Texas said, 
“Hach professor has the freedom to 
approach the topic at his or her dis- 


cretion.” She said some professors 
feel more comfortable than others 
teaching ethics in hard science 
classes. 

Robert Cleland, director of un- 
dergraduate biology at the Univer- 
sity of Washington in Seattle, said 
the UW’s program is similar. 

“In the undergraduate program, 
ethical issues are not taken up. It’s 
important to be exposed to different 
viewpoints, of course, but ethics are 
taught in practice, not in a formal 
course.” 

The question of the treatment of 
animals in university research is an- 
swered in much the same way 
across the country. 

From the Massachussettes Insti- 
tute of Technology to BYU, similar 
committees are established to regu- 
late the studies involving animals as 
well as funds allocated to different 
research groups. 

At the University of Utah, 
ACUC (the Animal Care and Use 
Committee) determines which fac- 
ulty members may use animals and 
the number of graduate students 
who may assist in experiments. 

Faculty members, animal rights 
advocates and administration sit on 
the committees. 

Animal research is not required 
legally at the university level, nor is 
it adequately protected by the Ani- 
mal Welfare Act, Jenni Norton, a 
spokesperson for People for the 
Ethical Treatment of Animals 
(PETA), said. 

“Bthics classes are absolutely 


necessary for young scientists at | 


the university level until animal re- 

; search is completely abolished,” 
Norton said. 
“The problem is, and I think this 

is true with every field involving 
experimentation of any kind, people 
become desensitized to the suffer- 
ing of the subject or victim,” Norton 
said.

topic not often 
discussed at the 
average univer- 
sity. But it is 
discussed at our 
nation’s __ mili- 
tary academies. 

At most of the 
major military 
academies, core 
classes about general ethics are re- 
quired. All academies attempt to in- 
tegrate these ethics into the every- 
day lives of their students. 

The best way to teach ethics is to 
require students to live the stan- 
dards they are taught. “The devel- 
opment of moral character is at least 
as important as their intellect,” said 
Colonel Mal Wakin, head of the de- 
partment of philosophy and fine arts 
at the Air Force Academy in Colo- 
rado Springs, Colo. Each of the 
academies has a code of honor much 
like BYU’s. The repercussions of of- 
fending the honor codes tend to be 
quite severe, and students know 
this. Their “honor codes” are honor 
codes in the truest sense of the word 
— the students are the ones that 
take actions against peers who don’t 
live up to the codes.

Morals taught at military academies 


At the Air Force Academy, the 
cadets are tasked with taking care of 
one another, Wakin said. Even before 
their academic year begins, freshmen 
are instructed by senior cadets in 
honor workshops focused on “work- 
ing on one’s own conscience and sense 
of morality,” Wakin said. 

Whenever the honor code is vio- 
lated, it is the responsibility of the 
cadet offended to take action, Wakin 
said. The violation is published with 
no names included and issued to each 
of the school’s 40 squadrons as an ex- 
ample, how it was resolved and the 
reasoning behind it. 

Students sit on the honor board, do 
investigations, and make recommen- 
dations for repercussion. Then a 
board comprised of students and fac- 
ulty decide how the situation will be 
resolved. 

At most of the academies, ethics 
are approached from an academic 
standpoint as well, but they all attack 
it in a different manner. 

At West Point Academy in New 
York, they have “ethics all over the 
place,” said Col. Christopher, profes- 
sor of ethics at West Point. Their core 
curriculum requires at least two 
ethics courses, one about ethical the- 
ory, and the other concerning war and 
morality. 

The United States Naval Academy 
in Annapolis, Md. has a program 
called an ethics continuum, in which 


specific ethics courses are offered, 
but ethical topics are discussed in 
individual classes as it relates to the 
subject. 

Midshipmen are then trained in 
the “honor concept” during periodi- 
cal Saturday workshops where real- 
life scenarios are presented and 
midshipmen are asked to respond 
according to the ethics they have 
learned, Commander Nick Flacco of 
the leadership and law department 
at USNA said. 

The Merchant Marine Academy 
approaches teaching ethics in a com- 
pletely different way. They teach 
ethics in a leadership training 
course. 

But more than anything, they try 
to teach them by example, Com- 
mander Russell Bauer, head of the 
ROTC unit at the academy said. 
They want to help their cadets com- 
prehend the moral and ethical re- 
sponsibility and accountability mili- 
tary officers have, as well as 
understanding the policies and stan- 
dards of conduct that all govern- 
ment officials must abide by. 

The academies all agreed they es- 
pouse methods of teaching ethics, 
whether it be academically or with 
their honor codes, that are success- 
ful in preparing their students to 
handle any ethical problem they 
might face in the course of their ca- 
reers. 


Business schools emphasize ethics

changed its cur- 

riculum just five 
years ago, Joseph L. Badaracco, alec- 
turer in business administration at 
Harvard, said. 

Harvard integrates ethics into all 
business classes. 

During students’ first year of grad- 
uate school, they are required to take 
a “Decision Making and Ethical Val- 
ues” module which is reinforced by 
elective courses in their second year, 
he said. 

Students also attend speeches 
about ethics and are encouraged to 
participate in community activities 
such as tutoring at local public 
schools, Badaracco said. 

One class at Harvard even uses 
novels and short stories to demon- 
strate ethical dilemmas. 

Badaracco said, “The fact that we 
require all incoming students to par- 
ticipate in the module is a strong sig- 
nal of Harvard’s emphasis on ethics.” 

Badaracco said students should 
study ethics because they. will in- 
evitably face ethical issuesin their ca- 
reers and the courses prepare them to 
handle those issues. 

“The course gives the students ex- 


posure to different ways of thinking 
which helps them discover their own 
prejudices and beliefs,” Badaracco 
said. Harvard students really like the 
school’s ethics program, Badaracco 
said. 

Stanford’s News Bureau director, 
Cathy Castillo, said ethics is being

Integrated into their classes also. 


She said students are enrolling in 
ethics classes more frequently as an 
elective credit. 

Castillo said, “Graduate students 
already have their ethical standards 
set so it’s hard to teach ethics at this 
level.” 

She said Stanford strives to make 
ethics a useful tool for decision-mak- 
ing once students have moved from 
the classroom to the professional 
world. 

“We are not educating just busi- 
ness leaders,” Castillo said. “We are 
educating those who will be in many 
decision-making positions.” 

University of Pennsylvania’s 
Wharton Graduate School is also in 
the process of changing its curricu- 
lum, Thomas Dunfee, a professor of 
Social Responsibility in Business, 
said. 

An ethics module required about 


four sessions and the school is inte- 
grating ethics into management and 
marketing courses. 

Dunfee said Wharton provides a 
smorgasbord of ideas for students to 
choose from. “Students are looking 
for some source of values.” 

Columbia University has also inte- 
grated ethics into its management, 
marketing, accounting and business 
programs, Dean of Business James 
Kuhn said. 

A six-year-old managerial negoti- 
ating program employs simulations as 
a teaching method. Kuhn said the 
school also has specialized seminars 
with neighboring Union Theological 
Institute. 

Kuhn said students are surprised at 
their own behavior toward the case 
studies. Like at Harvard, Colombia 
students would like to be offered 
more ethics course. 

LaRue T. Hosmer, a professor of 
corporate strategy at University of 
Michigan, said U of M_ students 
choose between business law and 
business ethics modules which 
provide immediate exposure to major 
problems. 

Hosmer said only about 20 percent 
of graduate business schools address 
ethics in a meaningful way, which is 
low compared to most of the other 
schools. 

Castillo and Dunfee said most busi- 
ness schools teach ethics. 

Almost all of the nation’s top-ten 
business schools said the three major 
ethical issues in business are pollu- 
tion, product safety, and lay-offs. 

Most agree case studies are the 
most common and effective teaching 
method for ethics. 


Faith taught as ethical, moral base

Faith in God is 


emphasized in 
ethics courses in 
theology depart- 
ments at reli- 
gious universities 
to help students 
decide whether 
or not they’re go- 
ing to be true to 
their ethical val- 
ues. 

Deciding to abide by personal ethi- 
cal values is the major issue facing 
students, instructors at  religion- 
sponsored universities said. 

The way to solve the problem is “to 
teach students to live their lives faith- 
fully as Christians,” said Dr. 
Theodore Weber, professor of social 
ethics at the Candler School of Theol- 
ogy at Emory University, a 
Methodist university in Atlanta, Ga. 

“The major issue is not an ethical 
issue, but a moral issue,” said Dr. 
Chauncey C. Riddle, professor of phi- 
losophy at BYU. “It is: Do I do what I 


want to do or what I have to do?” 

Building faith in God helps students 
form a basis for and defend their ethi- 
cal values. There isn’t a need for total 
agreement, but differences will have 
to be dealt with intelligently and ma- 
turely, instructors said. 

Jason Smith, a theology major at 
Georgetown from Dell Rapids, 8.D., 
said the major issue he sees is 
whether or not individuals will abide 
by their beliefs. Smith said learning 
about ethics has made it easier for him 
to make decisions that coincide with 
his values. 

Absolute answers are what people 
look for, said Dr. Michael Schuck, as- 
sistant professor of theology at Loy- 
ola University of Chicago, a Roman 
Catholic university. “We live in a 
technological society where hope is 
placed on scientific answers to prob- 
lems. Moral, ethical problems are not 
answered in this way,” 

Schuck said students need to un- 
derstand there is no absolute answer 
to any moral problem. They need to 
learn the difference between scien- 
tific questions and moral questions. 

Laura Shanner, a lecturer adjunct 


at Georgetown, said she feels the dis- 
cussion of ethics has something to do 
with trying to maximize humankind’s 
potential and well-being. She said by 
being able to agree on pertinent is- 
sues, humankind will be better able to 
get along with each other and enjoy 
ife. 

“T think one of the problems we find 
in teaching ethics is that many have 
values without premises to support 
their views,”. said Dr. Arthur Gi- 
anelli, chair of the department of phi- 
losophy and director of the honors 
program at St. John’s University, a 
Roman Catholic university in Ja- 
maica, New York. 

Each student has his personal be- 
liefs, but he has no rational support 
for them, said Dr. Pamela Hall, assis- 
tant professor of philosophy and 
women’s studies at Emory. “They 
view moral opinions as_ relative 
things. Their opinions are not subject 
to logical proof or support.” 

Dr. Hall said she uses literature in 
her ethics classes because it clearly 
illustrates how people apply their 
ethics in daily life. Literature doesn’t 
just talk about ethics, she said.
